said recesses and lugs beinj^ shaped such that said lugs are engaged by at least some J { 
of said recesses when said outer cap is tAfned in a closure application direction causing said 
closure to be applied to a container, said recesses and lugs being further shaped such that said 


lugs are not engaged by said recesses when sa^d outer cap is turned in a closure opening 



direction unless a force urging said outer cap towards said inner cap is applied to said outer 
cap, and when the force is applied to said outer caf> and said outer cap is simultaneously turned 
in the closure opening direction said lugs are engagea by said recesses allowing said inner cap 
to be rotated and removed from the container.

said inner cap is simultaneously applied to said outer cap

wall and said lugs slideNip said inclined walls when said outer cap is turned in the closure 
opening direction and the ns^rce is not being applied to the outer cap.
